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Editorial Column 
The Fight In The A. F. of L. 


“Constructive opportunity is the best antidote for the spirit 
of revolt.” 

Thus openly does the Annual Report of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the American Federation of Labor declare itself, offi- 
cially following up on the many anti-Communist attacks of Green, 
Woll and others of the A. F. of L. machine, in the past months, 


in a strong effort to halt the growing rank and file movement for, — 


more militant struggle and greater rank and file control. 


Opportunism is no new thing to A. F. of L. fatboys. It only 
changes its form as circurnstances require to keep the organiza- 
tion a safe bulwark for the bosses against any real struggle to 
win better conditions for the working class. 


The one thing the bosses fear in the A. T. of L. is that the 
militant rank and file shall turn it into the powerful weapon it 
could become. The fight which has been going on within the 
department conventions, reflecting the split within the leadership, 
will not stop its maneuvering misleaders from forming a united 
front against the rank and file movement. 


Roth the Green machine and the group Tobin, president of 
the Teamsters, spoke for, are using radical phrases to try to 
swing that movement to their support in a purely jurisdictional 
fight. But this will not fool the great mass of members. Against 
Green’s backing of small craft unions, the Lewis group for the 
first time seem likely to poll a high enough vote to seriously 
threaten his domination. Lewis, wielding the power of votes of 
tens of thousands of organized workers in basic industries, re- 


putedly stands for “industrial unionism.” 


But this is not the same thing the rank and file fights for 
in their demand for industrial unionism. 


The monopoly capitalists, the real bosses, understand com- 
pletely the strength of the rank and file movement and know 
that, faced with this force, they must make some concessions. 
But they realize that they can not dominate a real rank and file 


controlled industrial union. 


IN SUCH UNIONS THEY COULD NOT COUNT ON A 
GORMAN, A CASEY, A GREEN OR LEWIS. THEY 
WOULD HAVE SUCH INCORRUPTIBLE AND DETER- 
MINED LEADERSHIP TO CONTEND WITH AS THEY 
EXPERIENCED IN THE PACIFIC COAST MARINE 
WORKERS’ STRIKE—WHEN A COMMITTEE ELECTED 
BY THE MEMBERSHIP AND LED BY THE MILITANT 
HARRY BRIDGES REFUSED TO SELL OUT THE STRIKE. 


They realize they must seem to make concessions toward 
industrial unionism. But they have no guarantee in their cor- 
rupt leaders. They can not always expect a Gorman to save the 
day for them, as he did in the textile strike betrayal. They need 
a stronger assurance. 


This is the desperate move of having Roosevelt come out 
with a declaration for compulsory arbitration in their controlled 
board and outlawing strikes for a “temporary period.” If they 
can through this method, and by turning the whole force of the 
government openly against strikes, stop struggles for this “tempo- 
rary period,” the move will be lauded as a success and the 
“period” become permanent. The power of organized labor would 
be stripped from it as though no unions existed. And this is 
precisely what they want—either emasculated, hamstrung organ- 
izations or none at all. 

The rank and file movement, the continued growth of mili- 
tancy of the workers, is the only assurance against this fascist 
step of binding labor hand and toot.. Ail delegates to the A. F. 
of L. convention should back the rank and file program. Let 
every loca! throughout the country immediately answer this threat 
against their very existence by a fight for rank and file controi 


and militant struggle. 


One Year Since The Cotton Strike 


A year ago on October Ist two workers, D’Avile and Her- 
nandez. were murdered in cold blood in the armed attack by 
vigilantes on cotton strikers at Arvin and Pixley. 


These two working class heroes are not forgotten. In their 
lives they were like millions of others, working hard from child- 
hood for a living. Of the cotton-picker, Hernandez particularly 
was this type. 


In the cotton strike last year, for the first time, all the work- 
ers in the cotton fields united in their common fight. Mexicans 
and Texans, Oklahomans and Negroes fought side by side—all 
race lines that they had been taught as a means to divide them 
were forgotten. Into the fight were drawn small ranchers in a 
common fight against the common enemy—the bankers and gin 
corporations who robbed both pickers and small ranchers, the 
latter with contracts which forced them to pay little wages. 


That was a year ago, and the solidarity and brave fight they 
made won millions of dollars in increased wages for the strikers 
and new cotton prices for the small farmers. 


This year, as a result of that fight, more than 60 per cent 
of the small ranchers are voluntarily paying higher wages than 
the scale the bankers and gin companies have set. Instead of 
90 cents per hundred pounds they are paying $1 and some ranch- 


ers $1.10, in an effort to prevent another strike. 


Compared to the arbitration sell-outs, which Roosevelt with 
his “temporary trial period” now seeks to make the law of the 
land, the great cotton strike in which Hernandez and D’Avile 
gave their lives, proved the only way to win is by struggle, that 
the only leadership to trust and follow is the fighting, honest 
leadership of rank and file controlled militant unions, such as the 
Cannery and Agricultural Workers’ Industrial Union which led 
that and other successful strikes for the agricultural workers. 


Sinclair’s New “Fasting Cure” 


Sinclair once wrote a book called “The Fasting Cure.” This 
was many years ago. It was a book which tried to explain to 
individuals how they can cure their diseases by fasting. 


Now Sinclair has expanded his activities on a mass scale. 
Instead of explaining to individuals how they can cure their ills 
by fasting, he is now explaining to the whole working-class how 
they can cure the ills that capitalism imposes on them by fasting. 
His new EPIC plan is really the old fasting cure on a mass scale. 
His original book, “The Fasting Cure,” was never very popular 
because the name was too honest. But his present book, al- 
though it is the same fasting cure, is selling in many copies, and 
because it is under such a grand, eloquent title as the “Epic 
Plan” many people are allowing themselves to be misled. The 
real cure for the working class lies not in fasting, of which we do 
too much already, but in beginning to eat properly, and live 
decently. To do that, however, the working-class must support 
the Communist Party, both on Election Day, and by joining its 
organizations.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2—A 
recent mass meeting was held at 
thé Oakland Andito.:uin at which 
Dr. Robert Gordon Sproul, presi- 
dent of the University of Califor: 
nia, was the main speaker. The 
alleged -purpose of the meeting 
was to-organize “in. defense of 
America.” Sproul declared that 
those. who love America must re- 
member. that. the United States 
punishes.no man for his beliefs, 
political. or otherwise. And = fur- 
ther on; “They must never forget 
that the, Bill of Rights in the Con: 
stitution, which they properly re 
vere, guarantees to all the free- 
dom af thought, speech, press and 
assembly.” 

Dr. Sproul is either crassly ig- 
norant or downright dishonest. A 
Californian, has he never heard 
of the criminal syndicalism law, 
which was enacted for the sole 
purpose of nullifying the Rill of 
Rights and under which, in the 
early twenties, over one hundred 
workers were railroaded to our 
penitentiaries for ‘their member- 
ship in an industrial. organization 
Whose aim was to better the con 
ditions of the workers? To prove 
this several convictions under this 


law had been obtained in San 
Francisco under former District 
Attorney Fickert. When District 


Attorney Brady took office as a 
result of the protest against lick- 
ert’s criminal syndicalism frame- 
ups, as well as a promise to get 
Mooney a new trial,, he publicly 
announced that he would refuse 
to prosecute anyone charged with 
criminal syndicalism., If a person 
had committed an illegal overt act 
and was arrested he must be 
charged with the commission of 
said overt act and would be tried 
for the same. Since then the Red 
Squad of San Francisco have made 


no attempts with criminal syn- 
dicalism frameups. The _ police 
have, instead, used the spurious 
charge of vagrancy, which they 


have utilized to the full these last 
months. 

However, the criminal syndical- 
ist law has been used viciously in 
other parts of the state, notably 
in Sacramento in the early twen-

Denver Workers Hold 
Conference, Launch 
Fight On Terror 


DENVER, Colo., Sept. 28.—The 
fight against the textile strike ter- 
ror and against criminal syndical- 
ist prosecutions in California and 
other states, was initiated with 
two good meetings here at which 
Lloyd Stroud, George Morris and 


Edward Royce were the main 
speakers. A mass meeting was 
held Sunday at Carpenters hall 


where several hundred heard thé 
story of the San Francisco marine 
and General Strike. 


On Monday, September 17, an 
Emergency Conference was _ held, 
attended by over 50 delegates of 
a dozen local organizations includ- 
ing several A. F. of L. unions. 
The conference elected an ‘execu 
tive committee to draw up a full 
program and to call for an en- 
larged united front conference in 
solidarity with the textile workers 
and to. broaden out the fight 
against. fascism. A telegram from 
the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party was read and 
approved by the conference. urg- 
ing action against the terror. Res- 
olutions. were adopted condemning 
the violence against the textile 
strikers and demanding the re- 
lease of all California workers be- 
ing ‘prosecuted for criminal syn- 
dicalism, 


Although the time to prepare 
the mass meeting and conference 
was short, the réSults indicate that 
hundreds of workers will be drawn 
into active struggle against the 
growing fascist- menace in the 
United: States. The fight will 
rimarily be linked up with ‘local 
issues for elementary workers’ 
rights..
